officials as saying that the soldiers 
would be light infantry, but would 
be accompanied by anti-tank 
weapons and possibly light ar- 
tillery. The plan does not call for 
sending tanks or other armoured 
vehicles. 

•The troops will take with them 
most of the supplies they will need 
and will require a minimum of out- 
side support," it added. 

Earlier this year, the U.S. dis- 
patched a squadron of Phantom jet 
fighters to train with the Egyptian 
Air Force. The U.S. is helping 
develop naval and air facilities in 
Egypt. 

In recent weeks. Israeli officials 
and some American Jewish leaders 
have complained to senior Carter 
administration officials of the 
growing U.S. -Egyptian military 
relationship, which has not been ac- 
companied by a parallel develop- 
ment In Israel. 

Pentagon and State Department 
officials have traditionally avoided 
using Israel for such strategic plan- 
ning because of the supposedly 
"counter-productive" political

Foreign Minister Tltchak 
Shamir’s two-day visit to Egypt last 
week was “productive in 
promises," according to high 
Israeli sources. President Anwar 
Sadat and acting Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali pledged to Shamir 
that the "normalization" between 
the two countries would proceed 
more smoothly and more rapidly in 
the future. 

One specific undertaking was 
that a high-level Egyptian delega- 
tion will visit the land crossing 
point at el-Arish soon and examine 
why there has been no traffic In 
goods through the crossing point 
until now. There will be meetings 
between this Egyptian delegation 
and Israeli officials, but no date for 
them has been set. 

Since Egyptian regulations bar 
foreign lorries from Egypt, goods 
would have to be transferred 
"back-to-back" into Egyptian 
vehicles. Nevertheless. Israeli of- 
ficials say the saving — as com- 


pared to air or sea freight — would 
be substantial. 

The Egyptians also undertook to 
Shamir and hla aides that the 
processing of Israelis' applications 
for tourist vlaaa to Egypt would be 
speeded up. 

Shamir spoke plainly to hla hosts 
of what Israel has regarded as a 
grudging approach by Egypt to the 
normalization. Israel feels that the 
Cairo authorities have been active- 
ly discouraging Egyptian in- 
dividuals and companies from 
visiting Israel or making commer- 
cial deals with Israeli firms. 

Israeli sources said ' the Egyp- 
tians' reaction was to take note of 
Shamir's remarks, and while they 
did not directly admit to the validi- 
ty of his complaints they reiterated 
Cairo’s own sincere determination 
to foster the normalization. 

Acting Foreign Minister Ghali, 
often depicted as the hardliner 
among Sadat's top aides, made a 4 
special effort, according to the 
Israeli sources, to engender a con- 
vivial atmosphere in his conver- 


sations with the Israeli foreign 
minister. Shamir lor his part, in an 
after-dinner speech, praised 
Ghali's intellectual attainments. 
This was Shamir's first trip to 
Egypt — and his first encounter 
with Sadat since he greeted him, as 
Knesset speaker, on the Knesset 
podium In November 1977. 

The Israeli sources said they felt 
Shamir's trip had been worthwhile 
— whatever the practical outcome 
of the renewed Egyptian promises 
will be. The invitation from Ghali to 
him had followed a very strong 
demarche Shamir made through 
U.S. special envoy Sol Linowitz two 
weeks ago on the normalization 
issue. 


ANKARA. — Turkey’s new 
military rulers continued dismantl- 
ing this NATO country's political 
system yesterday as party head- 
quarters were searched, 
parliamentarians detained, and 
both rightist and leftist leaders 
were sent to remote military cen- 
tres. 

The major cities, Including this 
capital and Istanbul, were calm the 
day after Friday's lightning, 
predawn coup. 

Tanka and soldiers guarded ma- 
jor intersections yesterday, but 
otherwise life seemed normal. 

Stores, which shut on Friday 
because of the coup, were jammed 
•with shoppers yesterday during 
daylight hours. Night curfews 
remained in force in the cities. 

Coup leader Gen. Kenan Evren 
and his ruling five-man iW.Imal 
Security Council moved the coun- 
try 'a top politicians from their 
homes to military bases near Istan- 
bul and the Aegean city of Izmir. 

Prime Minister Suleyman 
Demlrel and major oppoattion 
leader Bulent Ecevit and their 


wives were flown to a military spa 
at Gallipoli on the Dardanelles. 

Moslem fundamentalist National 
Salvation Party leader Necmettin 
Erbakan was sent to a tiny Aegean 
island near Izmir. 

Reliable reports said at least 100 
members of parliament were being 
detained. The military has not con- 
firmed the roundup. 

Witnesses saw troops search 
Ecevit 's party headquarters and 
take away papers yesterday. 
Demirel's and Erbakan's offices 
were searched Friday. 

For the first time in months, 
there were no reports of political 
murders in Turkey overnight Fri- 
day — a fact the military comm- 
and was quick to point out yester- 
day. 

The military seized power after 
watching the politicians' inability 
to curb political violence which has 
claimed an estimated 5,000 lives in 
the last five years, 2,000 of them 
this year. 

With the heavy military presence 
in the cities and the nightly curfew,

The 14-polnt proclamation outlin- 
ed general principles of the new 
state, including commitments to 
confront Israel and to back 
socialism. 

Both Libya and Syria oppose the 
U.S. -sponsored peace agreement 
between Egypt and Israel, and they 
called on other Arab states to join 
their union against Israel. 

In Jerusalem, a Foreign. Ministry 
spokesman said Israel regarded the 
merger as a military, threat. But in 
Alexandria, . Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, who has described 
plans for the union as funny and 
childish, reacted sarcastically to 
the news. He described it as "very 
encouraging.” 

Western diplomats said Syria is 
expected to seek the backing of Li- 
byan on dollars to build up Its 
mfHtary forces. Both Libya and 
Syria rely on the Soviet Union for 
their weapons, and Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad is expected to go 
to Moscow soon to boost Syria’s 
military ties with the Kremlin.

Israel got an hour jump on the 
new year last night when clocks In 
the country were turned back at 
midnight, ending Sommer Time. 

Summer Time was instituted six 
weeks ago In compliance with a 
High Court order, sought by Rsmat 
Gan engineer Ze'ev Segal on 
grounds that the shift would save 
millions of shekels In energy costs. 

The court accepted his argument 
that a 1940 mandatory ordinance 
obligated the institution of Summer 
Time. But Its duration was left to 
the discretion of Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg. 

Energy Ministry sources said last 
night that no estimate of savings 
had yet been made. 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). — Three 
Iraqi soldiers were killed and eight 
wounded in overnight border 
fighting with Iranian troops, the 
Iraq news agency said yesterday. 

An Iraqi tank and four military 
vehicles were knocked out of ac- 
tion. it said. 

The Iranians lost four military 
vehicles, the agency added. 


Habash paralysed 


BEIRUT (AP). — George Habash, 
the Palestinian terrorist leader 
whose Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine engineered 
most of the spectacular hijackings 
of the early 1970's, remained par- 
tially paralysed yesterday after un- 
dergoing surgery to remove a 
benign brain tumour, medical 
sources said. 


It quoted a military spokesman 
as saying that Iraqi planes yester- 
day intercepted Iranian aircraft 
over some advanced Iraqi posts 
and forced them to turn back. 

He added that Iraqi planes Fri- 
day night raided an Iranian post in 
the Qasr Shlrin area, destroying 
most of the Installations, and 
returned safely to base. 

Iran obliquely admitted that 
Iraqi forces have seized some 
territory- in Intensified border 
clashes over the past week. 

The official Pars news agency 
quoted the governor of Qasr Shlrin 
as saying that government forces 
had "recovered three Iranian fron- 
tier outposts which had been taken 
by Iraqi forces." 

Pars did not give the location of 
the posts, but quoted the governor 
as saying that 100 Iraqis were killed 
in the counter-attack. Iranian 
losses were given as one dead and 


eight wounded. 

The Iraqi defence Ministry Bald 
four days ago that its forces had 
"liberated" 120 square kilometres 
of territory which it claimed was il- 
legally occupied by Iran. 

Iranian President Abolbassan 
Banl-Sadr and Prime Minister 
Mohammad All Rajai spent a se- 
cond day yesterday talking to 
military commanders on the 
border, underlining heightened Ira- 
nian concern over the situation. 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. 
government reacted cautiously 
yesterday to Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's new statement of terms 
for the release of the American 
hostages in Iran. 

President Jimmy Carter set the 
tone, telling reporters he had 
studied the ayatollah's 'remarks 
carefully but had learned to be very 
cautious about assessing 
developments in Iran. 

Khomeini. In comments broad- 
cast in Iran on Friday, appeared to 
moderate Teheran’s standard set of 
demands for freeing the 52 
Americans held captive since 
November 4. .He made.no mention 
of the usual Iranian requirement 
for a public U.S. apology for alleged 
Interference in Iran's affairs, a con- 
dition the U.S. has said it will not 
meet. Nor was any intention to try 
"spies" among the hostages men- 
tioned. 

He said the hostages could be 
released if the U.S. returned all the 
late shah’s properties, cancelled its 
financial claims against Iran, un- 
froze blocked Iranian assets and 
pledged not to Intervene in Iran's 
affairs. 

The official State Department 
reaction came in a terse statement 


that the U.S. intends to explore the 
latest Iranian feelers. 

"We have noted Ayatollah 
Khomeini's remarks, as well as 
Prime Minister (Mohammed All) 
Rajai’s earlier this week," it said. 
Rajai had said Iran was stll! 
demanding a U.S. apolzgy. 

But privately. State Department 
officials said that the U.S. would be 
seeking clarifications through 
private diplomatic channels. One 
noted that the U.S. had said it was 
willing to enter a dialogue on any 
problems Iran wanted to discuss, so 
long as it was understood that this 
would lead to release . of the 52 
hostages. 


In his statement, Khomeini 
repeated his position of the past 
seven months — that Majlis 
(parliament) deputies would set the 
terms for freeing the captives. 

But. his intervention seemed 
bound to pre-empt their debate, 
which is due to be set In motion to- 
day by the assembly’s Foreign 
Relations Commission, according 
to one well-informed source. The 
source also warned that deputies 
would not slavishly follow the 
ayatollah’s guidance, and might In- 
sist on an apology. 
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3-man Fatah cell nabbed before attack 
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Jerusalem Post Reporter 
More arrests are expected follow- 
ing the discovery last week of a 
three-man Fatah terrorist cell that 
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was planning a large-scale attack 
in the centre of the country over the 
holiday weekend. 

The IDF spokesman announced 
last night that the members of the 
cell led investigators to a large 
cache of weapons which were to be 
used In the attack. These included 
two Kalachnikov rifles, eight full 
magazines, four hand-grenades, 22 
bricks of explosive of Soviet 
manufacture, and- some 80 
detonators. 

The cell was apparently dis- 
covered after its leader, a villager 
from the Nablus District, was ap- 


prehended as he crossed into the 
West Bank from Jordan at the 
Damiya Bridge on the eve of the 
Rosh Hash ana holiday. 

He admitted that he had been 
trained and briefed for his mission 
in Syria. 

The other two men are from 
Nablus and Jenin. They were ap- 
parently planning a “spectacular" 
attack which was to Involve talcing 
hostages, the spokesman said. 

Security forces are said to be 
planning more arrests. They are 
also investigating how .the arms 
were smuggled Into the area.

ramifications throughout the Arab 
world. Egypt, while strongly 
criticized by the Arabs for making 
peace with Israel, Is considered a 
much less risky U.S. proxy. 

But recognizing the Israeli sen- 
sitivities involved, the administra- 
tion is now said to be planning steps 
to incorporate Israel In the new 
military picture. Without going into 
details, a U.S. official said the 
planned steps will be “modest at 
first.” 

Until the recent U.S. military 
buildup in Egypt, Washington had 
tried to move in parallel steps In 
dealing militarily with Israel and 
Egypt. The number of port visits by 
U.S. Sixth Fleet ships to Haifa and 
Alexandria, for example, was 
generally about the same.' 

But with the collapse of the shah 
in Iran, the U.S. lost its major 
strategic partner In the Persian 
Gulf region. Egypt has slowly been 
filling that vacuum. Thus, the un- 
successful U.S. hostage rescue mis- 
sion earlier this year originated in 
Egypt. 

In recent weeks, President Jim- 
my Carter has come to pay lip ser- 
vice to Israel’s "strategic" value to 
the U.S. — a statement appreciated j 
by Israel and Its American Jewish 1 
supporters. 

For over a year, Republican 
presidential challenger Ronald 
Reagan has been mucb more asser- 
tive in describing Israel’s strategic 
and military advantages. 

One pro-Israel activist supportive 
of Reagan, therefore, suggested 
that the upcoming U.S. steps to in- 
crease Israeli strategic involve- 
ment should be seen largely as a 
"sop" to Jewish voters. An ad- 
ministration official denied this.

W. Bank mayors urged 
to appeal expulsion

The West Bank section of the Jor- 
danian Bar yesterday called on the 
deported former mayors of Hebron 
and Halhoul to aacept the ruling of 
Israel's High Court of Justice and 
appeal their expulsion at the 
military review board. 

Since the 3967 Six Day War many 
members of the Jordanian Bar 
have boycotted Israeli military and 
civilian courts in accordance with a 
decision of the Jordanian govern- 
ment. Consequently, yesterday's 
announcement was regarded as un- 
usual by Israelis and Palestinian 
observers. 

The announcement, published In 
the East Jerusalem dally Al-Quds, 
calls on the deportees Fahd 
Kawasma of Hebron and Mohamm- 
ed Mil hem of Halhoul to appeal to 
the review board as recommend by 
the High Court. 

The two men, who are now in the 
Soviet Union, recently submitted 
affidavits to the High Court via the 


Red Cross asserting their rejection- 
of violence and asking for leave to 
appear before the review board In 
person. As yet there has been no 
response from the authorities. 

Giries Khoury, chairman of the 
West Bank section of the Jordanian 
Bar, said last night that “there are 
no extraneous reasons behind the 
publication of the announcement" 
apart from the bar's conviction that 
this was the best course of action 
open to the deportees. 


Another prominent West Bank 
lawyer said that the announcement 
could be Indicative "of a new 
positive attitude," though he did not 
know the reason for the bar's ac- 
tion. “If anything. I feel this was in- 
itiated in Amman and perhaps 
coordinated with the two (former) 
mayors," he said. 


The two men, who are attending 
the Islamic Conference in 
Tashkent, are said to have met with 
a senior Soviet leader whose identi- 
ty has not been established.

it seemed unlikely that terrorists 
would quickly return to the streets. 

But observers considered a con- 
frontation would be Inevitable once 
the curfew .was lifted or when the 
military began a push to root out 
the urban terrorist bands. 

An early return to civilian rule Is 
not forecast by longtime observers 
here. 

Others who see Evren as having 
totally alienated the country's ex- 
isting political framework, es- 
timate it will take years to 
reorganize a civilian political 
system suitable to the generals. 

The coup leaders have sworn to 
rule until the constitution Is altered 
to change the method of holding 
elections and the way the parties 
function. 

Some observers here saw the 
coup as Inevitable because the 
system of strictly representational 
parliamentary government was not 
working. 

Under the system, none of the 
major parties had been able to form 
a majority government capable of 
passing laws that might have been 
effective either in dealing with 
terrorism or restoring the crumbl- 
ing economy. 

There were no signs that the 


military plans legal action against 
Demirel or Ecevtt. But there was- 
spec illation Erbakan might < face 
trial for his Moslem fundamentalist 
activities in this secular state. 

The military leaders, meanwhile, 
warned fugitive ultra-nationalist 
Action Party chief Alpaslan Turkes 
to turn himself in by 1 p.m. today or 
face charges of acting against the 
instructions of the National Securi- 
ty Council. 

There were unconfirmed reports 
that Turkes, the country’s fourth 
major political leader, had been 
seen in West Germany. 

Turkes was said to have fled 
Ankara in a bullet-proof car just an 
hour before the coup Friday mor- 
ning, leading to speculation he may 
have been tipped off. He is the only 
major political leader to have es- 
caped. 

Several West European leaders 
appealed Friday for a quick return 
to democratic rule in Turkey. 

Concern was high because of 
Turkey's membership in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
(NATO) and because of the coun- 
try's increasingly closer ties with 
the European Common Market. 
Turkey is considered a strategical- I 
iy important nation to the West | 
because It borders the Soviet Union. 


Kahane gets fine for illegal entry 


Rabbi MeLr Kahane was fined 
IS1.200 by tbe Jerusalem 
Magistrates Court last week for il- 
legal entry into and damage to the 
Russian Orthodox Church in the 
Russian Compound in the capital, 
Itim reports. 

On July 10. 1978, Rabbi Kahane 
and six young members of tbe 
Jewish Defence League broke 
church windows, splashed black 
paint on walls and doors and 
scrawled slogans calling for the 
release of Anatoly Shcharaiuky. a 
Prisoner of Zion being held in a 
Soviet jail. 

In his defence. Rabbi Kahane 
said the act was intended to stir up 


world opinion and exert pressure on 
the Soviet authorities. 


Shcharansky's wife. Avlt&l, 
appeared in court and said that 
Rabbi Kahane had helped improve 
the conditions of her husband's con- 
finement. "Every such act is 
useful. The Russians use violence 
against Jews, and I personally 
believe that we have to use force 
against them." 


Kahane is now serving a seven- 
month term in Ramie jail to which 
he was sentenced on June 29, 1980, 
for forcing his way onto the Hebrew 
University campus in Givat Ram 
on December 9, 1979. 


Knesset seat agreement not binding 


TEL AVIV. (Itim). — Beduhi MK 
Sheikh Hamad Abu Rablya 
succeeded in holding on to his 
Knesset seat as the Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court rejected the 
IS SO ,000 suit of Sheikh J&ber Muadl 
to force the Knesset member to 
honour a written rotation commit- 
ment to resign from the Knesset 
and give up his seat. 

Judge Shularalt Wallenstein, In 
her Wednesday decision, found this 
rotation agreement and all similar 
agreements, not legally binding. 
There is no question that a written 
agreement between the two sheikhs 
does exist, she said. However, she 
added, such an agreement depends 
on the Knesset member voluntarily 
vacating his seat in another's 
favour, and the courts cannot en- 
force the terms of an unlawful pact. 

Police and border police were 


called to the courthouse before the 
handing down of the decision, to 
prevent possible violence between 
the supporters of the Beduln MK 
and the Druse Muadi. But the 
reading took place In judges 
chambers in the presence of the two 
parties and their attorneys, and. 
there was no reaction from the 
crowd waiting in the hall. 

The judge expressed disapproval 
of Abu Rabiya's refusal to vacate 
his seat to his fellow United Arab 
List candidate, especially since 
Abu Rabiya himself gained the seat 
on the basis of a similar agreement 
with Seif e-Din Zuabi, the first 
holder of the list's single seat.

Arab youth killed by bomb

An Arab teenager was killed and 
two others wounded while allegedly 
making a bomb in an Old City flat 
not far from Herod's Gate in 
Jerusalem's Old City yesterday. 

The bomb exploded shortly 
before dusk and echoed through the 
Old City's alleyways, which had 
-been packed throughout the four- 
day Rosh Hashana weekend with 
tourists, merchants and Jews on 
their way to prayers at the Western 
Wall. 

Police sources said that the three 
youths, all in their late teens, were 
welding two clocks to a pipe con- 


taining TNT and nails when the. 
bomb went off. 

One of the teenagers was killed 
instantly. The other two were 
brought to the Hadassah University 
Hospital on Mount Scopus, where 
one of them was reported In critical 
condition. 

In Bnei Brak, an Arab youth was 
seriously wounded on Wednesday 
when a bomb he was allegedly plac- 
ing at the Caesarea Textiles factory 
in the town exploded. The bomb ex- 
ploded at 11.45 a.ra. in the factory's 
attic. The youth, who is from the 
Ramallah area, was hospitalized in 
the Sheba hospital at Tel' 
Hashomer.

Israel for its part would now take 
a wait-and-see stance, hoping to see 
a marked increase In the volume of 
commercial and other contacts. 

"Certainly," one key aide summ- 
ed up, “they got the message that 
the normalization foot-dragging 
worries us." 

Shamir met with Sadat for an 
hour on Wednesday, with Ghall and 
Ambassador Ellahu Ben-Elissar 
also present. Foreign Ministry 
director-general David Kimche and 
other aides who accompanied 
Shamir were not. in the room. 
Shamir also held an earlier lengthy 
tete-a-tete with Ghall, In addition to 
the formal working session at 
which the specific questions of the 
normalization were discussed. 

The meeting with Sadat and the 
private session with Ghall are un- 
derstood to have dealt with the 
broader aspects of the peace 
process and the genera] situation in 
the area. Aides to the minister said 
later that both meetings "went 
well." 

Shamir will report to the cabinet 
this morning, and fly to New York 
later in the day to lead Israel's 
delegation to the UN General 
Assembly which opens on Tuesday. 
He is to deliver his address to the 
Assembly on September 29. Before 
that he will hold meetings with 
senior American officials in 
Washington. On his way home, 
Shamir plans to stop off briefly in a 
number of European capitals. 

The other members of the Israeli 
delegation to the assembly are: 
Ambassador Yehuda Blum, his 
deputy Shamai Cahane, Yoel Allan, 
also of the permanent mission, 
Shabtal Rosenne (Sixth Committee 


— legal affairs), Yosef Hadass 
(Third Committee — -humanitarian 
and social matters), Arieh Elian 
(First Committee — political and 
international security), Reuven 
Hillel (Second and Fifth Com- 
mittees — economic matters), 
Mashe Erel (Fourth Committee — 
UN trusteeships), and David 
Ramin (Special Political Com- 
mittee). Hanan Einor, who heads 
the foreign ministry’s. Africa 
department, will be involved in con- 
tacts with African and Third World 
delegates. Michael Elitzur, the 
assistant director-general in 
charge of international 
organizations, will fly out with the 
delegation and attend the first week 
or so of the Assembly's 
deliberations. 

There will he only two MKfl ac- 
companying the delegation this 
year: Haim Corfu (Llkud-Herut) 
and Melr Amit (Alignment- 
Labour). 

In a departure from established 
practice, the list of delegates has 
not been submitted to the cabinet 
for Its approval. A high ministry 
source explained that this was 
because there had been one or two 
uncertainties that were only deter- 
mined at the last moment.

Lev’s car was booby-trapped by 
the method used to rig cars of six 
criminals in Tel Aviv since the 
beginning of the year. 

The police estimate that the un- 
derworld Is using the services of 
still unidentified "bomb contrac- 
tors” to eliminate criminals.

Aharoni is the manager of the 
meat-cutting plant, and has refused 
to give police the names of the 
workmen who renovated the plant's 
office shortly after the murder. The 
police claim that the renovation 
was undertaken to destroy traces of 
evidence of the murder.

‘Fine catch’ slips away 
from Lebanese fisherman

HAIFA. — A Lebanese love story turned into a scandal in Haifa over the 
weekend. 

The would-be Romeo, who had brought bis Juliette across the border by 
sea claiming he wlahed to marry her, turned out to be already married and 
a father of two. The woman was taken to a local nunnery by church of- 
ficials, who demand that the man be sent back on his fishing boat early this 
week. 

The couple, a 29-year-oJd fisherman and his 23-year-old lover, were pick- 
ed up by an Israeli Navy patrol boat near Rosh Hanikra last Sunday and 
towed into Haifa harbour after their tiny boat had broken down. They told 
Coastal Police that they had set out from the Christian-controlled port of 
Junia on a fishing trip but had lost control of the boat and drifted towards 
the Israeli coast. 

They asked to be allowed to stay in Israel because of difficult conditions in 
Lebanon, saying they had met in Beirut and wanted to get m tried after a 
love-at-flrst-sight meeting. The girl's father and stepmother objected to her 
marrying a simple fisherman, they explained. 

The Coastal Police asked for Instructions from the Interior Ministry. 
Over the weekend, the couple was visited by church officials. After a long 
talk, the man admitted his marital status. One of the policemen related 
afterwards that on realizing that she had been misJed, the woman ad- 
dressed her ex-fiance in some Arabic language that even he. as a seaman, 
had never heard before. 

The ministry will now have to decide how to deal with an affair much 
more complicated than it seemed at first.

TEL AVTV. — Twenty-four hours 
after the murder of an Or Yehuda 
taxi driver, police believe that they 
have found the killers and at the 
same time, eliminated a gang of 
fake gold merchants. 

At 3 p.m. on Wednesday, the body 
of Moshe Ha dad, 50, was found with 
a bullet in the head in a cotton field 
near Or Yehuda. 

Witnesses told police detectives 
who arrived at the scene that a 
yellow van had been seen in the 
area a few hours earlier. A vehicle 
matching their description was 
soon found parked near the home of 
a known criminal living in Or 
Yehuda; an examination revealed 
traces of blood In it and a pistol, the 
likely murder weapon. 

The vehicle owner cooperated 
with police, they said, and soon 


another two suspects, one a resi- 
dent of Or Yehuda who was known 
to police, and the other of Tel Aviv, 
were arrested. 

A special Investigation team 
which interrogated the suspects 
found that the murdered man had 
transacted a deal involving fake 
gold on the morning before the 
murder, according to police. 

Official police sources said 
yesterday that Hadad had given the 
suspect IS33.000 for a gold brick, 
but later discovered that It was im- 
itation. 

Testimony gathered from the 
suspects Indicates the existence of 
a gang which trades in fake gold 
produced in Tel Aviv and later sold 
to merchants on the West Bank, 
police believe. The gang apparently 
mixed real gold with other gold- 
coloured metal, thus deceiving 
buyers. 


‘Aliya van’ will tour southern U.S.

A caravan filled with films and 
exhibits about Zionism and aliya 
will visit 19 small- and medium- 
sized Jewish communities in the 
.southern part of the U.S. to reach 
Jews — and non-Jews — who rarely 
make contact with Israelis. 

The mobile van, sponsored by the 
World Zionist Organization's aliya 
and information departments and 
the American Zionist Federation, 
will set off from Washington, D.C. 
on October 13. The Itinerary In- 
cludes Orlando, Florida ; Austin, 
Texas: Savannah, Georgia; and 

Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

It will be manned by two former 
American immigrants, 28-year-old 
Charley Levine, and 29-year-old 
Bobby Brown. A native of San An- 
tonio, Texas, Levine is director for 
North America of the WZO's Lnfor- 
maton department. Brown, a 
former New Yorker who lives in 
Tekoa outside Jerusalem, is direc- 
tor of the English-speaking section 
of the World Aliya Movement. 


"We’re not going to raise funds, 
and that may surprise some people 
we meet," said Brown. "We aim to 
talk about Israel and living in 
Israel." 

An increasing number of Jews 
have left the northeastern cities 
and moved to the "Sun Belt." Few 
emissaries, MKs, ministers or 
other officials reach such places — 
and rarely do they talk about aliya. 

The pair, Levine said, wants to 
"raise people's consciousness 
about Zionism, to present it as an 
exciting challenge to American 
Jews of whatever age and means.” 

A similar caravan trip to Europe 
was very well-received, and the 
organizers hope the southern U.S. 
tour will be as successful.

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Opposition to 
university 
in Nazareth

The Nazareth city council's deci- 
sion last week to set up a university 
in the town is not valid, because 
only the Council for Higher Educa- 
tion. and subsequently the cabinet 
are empowered by law to do so, a 
council official said last night. 

Professor Haim Harari, chair- 
man of the Council's Budget and 
Planning Committee, was reacting 
to the Nazareth city council's vote 
last week to establish Israel’s first 
Arab university. 

Education Ministry sources last 
night described the decision as be- 
ing “politically motivated." It was 
initiated by the Democratic Front, 
which has run the N azareth 
municipality since 1975. 

The city plans to build its univer- 
sity in stages, starting with 
departments of Arabic literature 
and Middle Eastern history. Arabic 
will be the language of instruction. 

Harari also noted that Israel 
needs no new universities during 
the i980s, "either in Nazareth or 
anywhere else in the country." 

He pointed out that some 2,300 
Israeli Arabs are studying in un- 
iversities in this country, and 
claimed that "all qualified Arab 
applicants are assured of accep- 
tance." 

Officials who deal with Arab at- 
tain have expressed fears that the 
proposed university might heighten 
nationalist feelings among the Arab 
population.

Shares start rising again, 
bonds hinge on ‘package deal’

TEL AVIV. — An atmosphere of 
renewed confidence hit the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange during last week’s 
three sessions of trading. It was dif- 
ficult to assess whether it could be 
credited to Improved peace 
prospects or hopes that a wage- 
price-tax "package deal" would be 
good for the share market. But the 
demand for equities was persistent 
from the opening bell, and losses 
sustained the week before were 
neatly wiped out. 

Hopes for future success by the 
government in the fight against in-* 
flation were undoubtedly responsi- 
ble for the Initial fall in prices of 
cost-of-living Index-linked bonds. 
But by the end of the week, in keep- 
ing with the adage that "inflation 
never really goes out of style In 
Israel,” prices were moving up- 
wards once again. 

The Israeli shekel continued to be 
devalued, and was down by about 
1.5 per cent in relation to the U.S. 
dollar. 

In the commercial banking sec- 
tor, generally a sedate area of 
trading, there were some 
noteworthy gyrations. Danot A and 
B shares zipped higher by 18.8 and 
15.9 per cent, respectively. FIBI, 
controlled by Danot, was up by 
nearly 14 per cent. 

The more decorous IDB shares 
rose by 2 per cent, while Israel 
General. registered a rise of 3.7 per 
cent. Among mortgage banks, 
Carmel m was up by 15 per cent. 

Land development and real es- 
tate stocks showed good 
speculative action. Azorim was up 
by no less than 20 per cent, while 
Caesarea Real Estate was a 13 per 
cent gainer. Rassco 'added ll per 
cent. 

Industrials continued to be the 


most volatile area of trading, a 
phenomenon most visible during 
the last session of the week, when 
no fewer than 25 Issues registered 
gains of 5-10 per cent. 

The shares of premier concerns 
were In solid demand, and their 
prices moved up sharply. Dead Sea 
Works was up by nearly 15 per cent, 
Frutarom by 18.3 per cent and 
American-Israeli Paper Mills by 
21.6 per cent. The movement of 
these "blue chip” issues indicated 
that the country's mutual funds 
were investing some of their liquid 
assets in the share market. These 
issues, with their high degree of of 
trading liquidity, have been 
traditional favourites of the mutual 
fund group. 

Investment company issues also 
participated in the favourable 
market. Jordan Exploration shares 
were the object of speculative de- 
mand. and they advanced by 21.4 
per cent. 

What are expectations for the im- 
mediate future? Followers of the 
index-linked bond market should 
find encouragement in the pre-Rosh 
Hashana statement by Finance 
Minister Hurvitz that there will be 
no changes In the term.* of new 
issues, nor institution of a tax on 
these bonds. Nevertheless, if the 
cost-of-living index for August due 
to be announced tomorrow is under 
8.5 per cent, it will be a sign for 
quiet conditions in the market. A 10 
per cent Index Jump, on the other 
hand, would give an upward im- 
petus to this area of trading. 

A high level of cash liquidity, both 
among the public and mutual funds, 
could provide relatively strong sup- 
port for the share market. The 
spate of new issues about to reach 
the exchange will undoubtedly con- 
tinue to be a focus of investor in- 
terest. 


WALL STREET WEEK 

Slump eases, inflation doesn’t 


NEW YORK (AP). — As talk 
spreads of an early end to the U.S. 
recession, inflation worries have 
begun to revive on Wall Street. 

The business slump appears to 
have come and gone without bring- 
ing much relief from the price 
spiral. Now many economists are 
predicting a recovery, though 
perhaps only a sluggish one, by ear- 
ly next year. 

This summer’s harsh weather is 
expected to. iput. pew upward 
pressure on prices of many impor- 
tant agricultural products. It Is 
rumoured that Saudi Arabia is 
about to cut oil production and an- 
nounce a price lqprease. 

Analyst William Glllard at 
Kidder, Peabody and Co. said that 
“the consumer price Index is pro- 


jected by our economists to climb 
10 per cent to ll per cent over the 
next year.” 

Amid such prospects, gold prices 
have taken off again, pushing close 
to the $700 an ounce level. 

Silver, after a near-calamity last 
spring when It fell to $10.80 and put 
the Hunt family of Dallas in a finan- 
cial squeeze. Is back up to around 
$20 an ounce. 

The rest of the stock market, 
however, has suffered only minor 
damage to date from this new 
flareup of Inflationary expec- 
tations. 

In the past week, the Dow Jones 
Average of 30 Industrials bounced 
back from a 12-polnt selloff on Mon- 
day to close with a modest net loss 
of 4.44 at 036.52.

More Polish unrest; 
Carter guarantees aid

WARSAW. — Polish dissidents 
yesterday reported that strikes 
were still going: on in at least three 
cities, despite efforts by authorities 
to get the country's life and in- 
dustrial production back to normal. 

The dissident Self-Defence Com- 
mittee iKOR) said factories were 
on strike in northwestern Gorzow 
Wielkopolski. western K&lisz and 
southern Klelce. 

KOR said most of the strikers had 
set up their own free trades unions 
independent of Communist Party 
control. 

The free trades unions have in- 
creased in numbers since the Polish 
authorities approved their ex- 
istence earlier this month following 
a wave of strikes. 

The official Polish media have 
stopped reporting on strikes during 
the past three days. But there has 
been an increase in calls for a 
resumption of normal production to 
improve living conditions. 

In Washington, President Jimmy 
Carter, declaring that Poland has a 
“basic kind of need for food," an- 
nounced Friday he has approved 
5670m. In credit guarantees to help 
that nation buy U.S. farm com- 
modities next year. 

The White House said the U.S. 
guarantees against payment 
defaults on goods purchased by 
Poland are the largest ever award- 
ed to a single country. 

“In plain language, this means 
that the American people and 
American farmers will guarantee 
loans to sell some four million tons 
of grain and other farm products to 
the people of Poland,” Carter said. 

- These products will include feed 
. grains, wheat and soybeans to be 


auiU during the 1980-1981 marketing 
. year. 

Carter tied the arrangement 
directly to the settlement of the 
strikes in Poland, and said "these 
events touched the emotions of all ! 
who care about rights and dignity of 
people.” 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union Is 
earmarking food and industrial 
supplies worth S5m. rubles to assist 
Poland, the Polish government 
news agency PAP said Friday.

UNITED NATIONS (AP). — UN 
■ Secretary-General Kurt WaJdheJta 
complained on. Friday of an erosion 
of the authority and reputation of 
the 153 -member world body and a glut 
of international meetings and 
paperwork that produce Insuf- 
ficient benefits for mankind. 

In a generally bleak annual 
report marking the UN’s 35th an- 
niversary, Waldheim said that in 
the years since World War 2 "a 
reliable system of international 
peace and security ... has 
developed little further In practice 
than haphazard last minute resorts 
to the UN." 

Resolutions of the Security Coun- 
cil and General Assembly, he 
noted, “often go unheeded, so that 
problems which should have been 
brought under control persist, 
proliferate and pose continual 
threats to international peace. This 
failure also has a debilitating effect 
on the UN itself." 

The 25-page annual report is 
studded with current international 
problems that have defied solution 
and UN resolutions and underscore 
what he said were “the 
deteriorating relationships of the 
more powerful nations".

El Salvador guerrillas ambush truck 


SAN SALVADOR (AP). — Leftist 
guerrillas attacked a troop 
transport truck in Apasteque, about 
100 kilometres southeast of here, 
killing two soldiers and wounding 
Several, officials said on Friday . An 
Unknown number of guerrillas also 
died in the battle, they said. 

A gunbattle broke out between 
police and leftist guerrillas on Fri- 
day in San Jacinto, In southern Ell 
Salvador, after tbe guerrillas threw 
a fire bomb Into a shoe store near 
government offices, witnesses said. 
They said the battle lasted more 
than an hour and military planes 
took away an unknown number of 
wounded soldiers. No estimates 
were given for guerrilla casualties. 

Officials said at least 40 people 
died in political violence throughout 
the country on Thursday, the 


scheduled opening of a 24-hour 
leftist-supported general strike. 

The unions called the strike as 
part of their campaign to pressure 
the civilian-military junta gover- 
ning this Central American country 
to free 17 union leaders arrested 
last month for allegedly instigating 
an electric power blackout. 

In Guatemala City, meanwhile, 
explosives experts found and dis- 
mantled 20 dynamite charges plac- 
ed near television transmitters and 
on hillsides overlooking a main 
highway, army officials said on Fri- 
day. Guatemala authorities have 
blamed left-wing terrorists opposed 
to the centre-right government of 
President Fernando Romeo Lucas 
Garcia for a recent spate of bom- 
bings and bomb threats in 
Guatemala.

U.S. expects poor harvest 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Most 
U.S. crop yields this year will be 
smaller than expected because of 
drought, a government report 
predicted on Thursday. 

The Agriculture Department's 
crop report said corn, cotton and 
soybean crops were all hit by the 
summer heatwave, especially in 
the South. But wheat was mostly 
harvested before the drought began 
and the report said production es- 
timates there were a record 2,85 
billion bushels. 

The department forecast com 
production at some 16 per cent 
below last year's record and the 
lowest since 1977. 

Cotton crops, damaged first by 


the dr ought, and then by Hurricane 
Allen; would total 11.7 million bales 
— about* 20 per cent less than In 
1979. Feed grain, used mainly for 
livestock or for export overseas, 
would plunge 17 per cent from last 
year’s record, the department said. 

In the Soviet Union, the report 
said grain production this year will 
be about 210 million tonnes, un- 
changed from last month's 
forecast, but well below the 
Kremlin’s target of 235 million 
tannea. 

' Production will still be above last 
year's, unusually poor crop of 1T9 
million tonnes, the department 
said.

Spate of political crimes worries Kuwait 


By LOSETTE BALOUNY 
CAIRO. — A popular Egyptian poet 
on Wednesday becomes the first 
known literary figure to be sum- 
moned for investigation under the 
law of shame — a code established 
by President Anwar Sadat to dis- 
cipline his 1 opposition. 

Abdul-Rahman EH-Abnoudy, 41, 
writes In simple colloquial Arabic 
criticizing aspects of down-to-earth 
life • Egypt and makes no secret 
that he would rather see Egypt 
fight to get back Arab land from 
Israel than carry on through the 
U.S.-mediated negotiations. 

The summons to which he Is to 
respond Wednesday has received 
no publicity In the press. But word 
has spread fast among the 
moderate and left-leaning opposi- 
tion parties whose leaders see the 
move as the first effective Btep by 
the regime to muzzle criticism un- 
der this law. 

“We want a friendly chat to dis- 
cuss his thinking," assistant 
prosecutor Naguib Hasson told an 
interviewer. “The low of shame en- 
tities us to investigate into inten- 
, tional defamation of the regime 
1 abroad and here." 

The law. passed in April by 
parliament at President Sadat’s 
personal urging, seeks to control 
public behaviour through a wide 
latitude of interpretation and thus 
perhaps enlarges the scope of en- 
forcement beyond itB intended 
targets, critics say. 

For instance, it forbids allowing 
“youth to go astray by advocating a 
repudiation of religious, moral or 
national values or urging disloyalty 
to the nation." Offenders are 
punishable by a minimum of six 
months to a maximum of five years 
in jail. They are to be tried by a 
“court of shame" after investiga- 
tion. 

Most critics of Sadat's regime 
concede that, under his rule, there 
is more tolerance of criticism than 
under that of his predecessor, 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. Sadat 
himself, when he called for the law 
of shame, said he specifically had 
in mind journalists and writers who 
"defame" the achievements of his 
government in magazines and 
newspapers published in London, 
Paris and Beirut. 

Abdel -Rahman El-Abnoudy • has 
given interviews, he said, to the 
Paris-based 4J-Wbttan Al-Arabi 
, (the Arab nation) and three of his 
poems entitled "The Legal and 
Illegal" have been published' In 
Beirut. 

“I say what X think," he told an 
interviewer at his apartment. “I 
am an individualist. I see things my 
way. But I am also from a simple, 
poor family of this earth here and 
thus I feel what the people go 
through daily." 

“I am not against peace. 1 am not 
against the Jews. But I feel that 
what has been taken by force, can 
only be regained by force," he 
stressed. "Where are we now in the 
(peacel process?” 

Five years ago, A bd el -Rahman, a 
tall, wiry, sun-tanned figure, was 
received by Sadat and con- 
gratulated for the expressive series 
of poems he wrote while living in 
Suez under the 1968-1970 war of at- 
trition with Israel. 

The president called him "a true 
patriot, ” said Abdel -Rah man’s wife 
Atteyat. "Today he still writes what 
he feels. Is be less of a patriot 
now?" she asked. 

Abdel-Rahaman, who boastfully 
calls himself "king of the 
doormen," because his poems are 
mostly popular with the common 
man, in a recent poem Indirectly 
criticized domestic policies of the 
■regime. 

The poem reads: 

"You are the sultan, and I am the 
slave. You are the law and I am the 
vagabond... we are the voice when 
you want silence around you, im- 
prison me, kill me, what difference 
does it make? There will be other 
generations who'll think differently 
than you.” (API

THE CONSERVATIVE rulers of 
Kuwait, the West's fourth biggest 
oil supplier, are expressing fears 
that a spate of political crimes and 
Intrigues are part of a larger effort 
to undermine their tiny Persian 
Gulf nation. 

In the past six months, the mostly 
desert country of one million has 
seen the attempted assassination of 
the Iranian Foreign minister, the 
hijacking of a Kuwaiti airliner, and 
bomb attacks on a local newspaper, 
the Iranian embassy and Iranian 
airline offices. 

The interior minister sacked 38 
top police officials last month in 
response to the unprecedented 
violence. Kuwaiti officials are ring- 
ing alarms in the Arab media. 

“We have to close the doors and * 
windows in the face of those 
elements that are interested only in 
dividing the country and sabotag- 
ing security and stability," said 
Prime Minister Sheikh Saad AJ- 
Abdulla Al- Sabah in an interview 
with a Kuwaiti dally. 


Kuwaiti newspapers headlined 
the arrest of four Thais charged 
with killing a money-changer. 

The idea that trouble comes from 
“foreign" sources has long been 
popular, bi the Gulf, where rapid 
economic growth has meant a big 
influx of foreign workers. 
Kuwait's oil income last year was 
11 billion dollars. 

Thirty years ago, there were an 
estimated 152,000 persons In 
Kuwait. In 1976, there were 563,000 
foreigners alone — 53 per cent of 
the population. About 200,000 are 
Palestinians. 

At Kuwaiti urging, the meeting of 
Arab Interior Ministers in Tail, 
Saudi Arabia, last month adopted 
plans for cooperation on border 
policing, extradition procedures 
and exchange of information about 
criminals. 

"I think the Kuwaitis are 
worried." said one diplomat 
familiar with the Gulf. “You have 
to keep in mind that this has been a 
part of the world where nothing 
much happened before. They’ve 


been merrily pumping oil and mak- 
ing money and aajdng "I’m ail right 
Jack for years. Now they have 
problems." 

Diplomats believe Kuwait's ner- 
vousness is attributable to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini's call 
for exporting the Iranian 
revolution; to the Soviet Interven- 
tion In Afghanistan and the subse- 
quent American military build-up 
in the area. 

The siege of the Grand Mosque In 
Saudi Arabia by fanatics last 
December shook the Gull region, 
and most countries. Including 
Kuwait, later had to cope with 
demonstrations by Shltf Moslems 
loyal to Khomeini. 

Kuwait's eastern border meshes 
with Iraq's and Iran's at the point 
where the Sbatt Al-Arab estuary 
empties into the Gulf. Kuwait has 
an Iranian population of about 30,- 
000 . 

Kuwait expelled atop Shla leader 
and some of his followers, and a 
Kuwaiti newspaper last month 
reported the arrest of a Shla 


scholar, who like the leader of the 
Saudi mosque siege, reportedly 
believed himself to be the promised 
mexxiah of Islam. 

Diplomats report that anti- 
Govemment leaflets, written in the 
pious language of the Koran, 
sometimes circulate In Kuwait. 

An Arab diplomat here said 
Kuwaiti officials were upset this 
past summer when rumours of 
"sabotage" spread after a power 
failure that blacked out a third of 
the country and an equipment 
failure that cut communications 
with the outside world for hours. 

When a Beirut newspaper last 
month published reports of a coup 
attempt in Kuwait, officials tried, 
unsuccessfully, to find out who 
"planted" the story. 

"We don't know who is starting 
these rumours." said one Gulf en- 
voy. “It could be Iran, It could be 
other Arab states, it could be 
America. But it Is Inviting foreign 
Interference in the area on the 
pretence that we have problems."

Rivalries hamstring Lebanon’s reconstruction

RECENT INJECTIONS of 133 
million dollars in Arab oil money 
have given new life to Lebanon's ef- 
forts to rebuild an economy ravag- 
ed by the civil war there. 

“There is barely a single project 
that is not moving ahead," said 
Mohammed AttaUah, head of the 
council ol development and 
.reconstruction in an Interview in 
his ultra-modern office at the Baab- 
da presidential palace. 

Arab states, at a summit con- 
ference in Tunis last November, 
pledged two billion dollars over the 
next five years. Unlike previous 
such promises, AttaJlah said, the 
commitments are being met. 

So far this year, Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, Iraq, the United Arab 
Emirates and Qatar have sent 
checks while Libya and Algeria 
continued to hold back, he said. 

The Arab money will be added to 
nearly a half billion dollars in loans 
negotiated since the end of the war, 
but even so it is far short of the nine 
billion dollars Attallah said is need- 
ed to put Lebanon back on its feet. 

Nineteen months of war between 
Christians and an alliance between 
Palestinians, Moslems and leftists 
in the nation of three million 
destroyed 2.2 billion dollars In 
property and resulted in 2.5 billion 
dollars in lost income, the govern- 
ment has estimated. 

About 15,000 homes were totally 
or partially demolished, in addition 
to roads, water systems, electrical 
plants, schools and hospitals, of- 
ficials say. 

Beirut's commercial district, 
which earned the nation a reputa- 
tion as the Switzerland of the Mid- 
dle East, remains a ghost town 
where' grass grows in the streets' 
and snipers roam at will. 

Attallah concedes the security 
situation in Lebanon remains 
“terrible" and the rivalries of 
political groups on both sides of the 
divided nation hamstring govern- 
ment efforts to launch reconstruc- 
tion projects. 

"If a road Is built on the Christian 
side, then one has to be started on 
the Moslem side," said one Western 
banker Involved In the financing of 
reconstruction projects. 

Infrastructure projects, such as 
resurfacing the highways and ex- 
panding the electrical grid, have 
gotten top priority along with a 
project to expand Beirut's port — 
the only place where both 
Christians and Moslems work side 
by side. 

"The big construction projects, 
the ones that will offset the losses of 
the war, are not being tackled," 
said one Western diplomat, citing 
the downtown area as an example. 

A report on the nation's economy 
prepared by a group of Western em- 
bassies, virtually the only such ef- 


fort since the Lebanese Statistics 
Bureau was ransacked In the war, 
lays at least part of the blame for 
the slow start in rebuilding on the 
government itself. 

“The role of the state seems to be 
limited to verbal activity," said the 
still secret report. "The difficult 
security situation cannot fully 
justify the inactivity of the state. 
Massive foreign loans have been ly- 
ing dormant for years." 

'Attallah, however, contends that 
except for new housing the 
programme Is moving ahead as fast 
as it can and that the central 
problem is the exodus of more than 
200,000 Lebanese, including many 
of its skilled carpenters, elec- 
tricians, engineers and other 
technicians. 

"When the Lebanese living 
abroad see a decisive turn for the 


better in events here, Uiey will take 
a discount on what they are earning 
abroad and come home," he 
predicted. 

In the meantime, Attallah said, 
the reconstruction programme is 
picking up. He said more than 300 
million dollars In contracts had 
been left for a variety of projects in 
the last two months. 

Half of the Tunis summit money 
was allocated for the rebuilding of 
Southern Lebanon, a task rendered 
a virtual mission impossible by the 
almost dally clashes between 
Palestinian terrorists and Christian 
militiamen of Major Sa'ad Haddad. 

Part of the hesitancy of donor 
nations in pledging funds. Western 
analysts say, la the fear that any 
reconstruction will be destroyed in 
the ongoing fighting. 

“We think clashes prompt us to 


do more in the south because the 
nature of the expenditure there is 
not purely reconstruction. It is 
things like artesian wells, shelters, 
clinics and even schools — in- 
creasing the capacity') of the 
southerners to stay put," Attallah 
said. More than 120,000 southern 
Lebanese have fled the area in five 
years of fighting. 

U-S. aid has given a 30 million 
dollar housing loan guarantee, of 
which the reconstruction council 
has spent half already. But Attallah 
said he is “a little bit disappointed" 
in the level of American aid. 

Maybe we should be more like the 
mouse that roared," mused At- 
tallah, referring to the novel about 
a fictional central European duchy 
that declared war on Washington In 
the belief that defeat would bring a 
massive infusion of aid. iAP) 


Christians demonstrate foresight 


ON A HILLTOP above a former 
Palestinian refugee camp, 
Lebanon's most powerful Christian 
group is completing a computerized 
nerve center called the "house of 
the fiAure.” 

The purpose of the five-million 
dollar, six-story complex In a 
seacoast suburb north of Beirut is 
to forecast the course of Middle 
East events and help martial the 
resources of the Christian enclave. 

The House Of The Future, 
scheduled to be completed in Oc- 
tober, is the latest example of a go- 
it-alone development programme 
in whfch Christian Phalangists 
have increasingly assumed the role 
of a government. 

Phalangists operate a bus com- 
pany, two radio stations, two 
newspapers, a food cooperative and 
security guard service for private 
business. They also operate ship- 
ping ports and are building a televi- 
sion station. 

Such activities have caused 
alarm in Moslem, leftist and 
Palestinian areas where leaders ac- 
cuse the Phalangists of laying the 
groundwork for a breakaway state. 

The House Of The Future Is the 
brainchild of 38-year-old Amin 
Jeznayel, son of Phalange party 
leader Pierre Jemayel. Amin is 
head of a firm that links the com- 
puter center, food co-op, guard ser- 
vice and other projects into a single 
coordinated network. 

"The most Important thing to 
remember is that Lebanon is 
without central authority," said 
Jemayel. a lawyer, member of 
parliament and a twice- wounded 
veteran of the nation's civil war. 

“In such a vacuum^" he said in an 
interview, "everybody Is obliged to 
take care of things themselves." He 


firmly rejected separatism as un- 
workable. 

The House Of The Future is built 
on a site of a former Phalangist 
training camp overlooking the 
Dbayieh camp from which Palesti- 
nian refugees were driven during 
the civil war In 1976. 

The heart of the complex Is a 
mil Ilon-dol] ar U.S. -made 
honeywell-bell computer. In opera- 
tion for a year, it appears to have 
an increasing political role 
although time is rented to 
businesses as well. 

Gaby Jalkh, a 30-year-old 
American-educated computer 
scientist, said the data bank con- 
tains a full list of ' Phalange 
members: "When we need a cer- 
tain person, say a lawyer or doctor, 
we can find him." 

He said the computer will process 
census data to plan future water, 
electricity and other needs in the 
Christian area. "People demand a 
lot from the party but we don't have 
the staff or money," he said. 

A research staff of about 40 
digests 108 publications from the 


Arab world, Europe and the United 
States, which is stored In the com- 
puter and used to publish a quarter- 
ly called "Panorama." It has 1,000 
subscribers. ' 

Jalkh Insists the House Of The 
Future has no official ties with the 
Phalangist party. But green-suited 
Phalange militiamen guard the 
building and a party security 
clearance is necessary to handle 
“secret accounts,” he said. 

Jalkh estimated 80 per cent of the 
100 employees are party members 
and the rest "are true Christians 
who are not against the party." 

Also part of the complex is a 350- 
seat convention hall, about 60. hotel 
rooms and a restaurants,. 

The aim, said Jalkh, was to im- 
press foreign visitors with the 
foresight of the Christian communi- 
ty. 

"Some of them still think we ride 
camels," said Jalkh. "We want to 
show them that we are very 
educated and modern and that we 
are trying to create positive things 
if people would leave us aione."

with the South Africans except on 
matters of common interest or 
where it was felt to be advan- 
tageous to Britain. 

When Ivan Hlmmelhoch, a young 
Cape Town law student, arrived in 
London to study law and spy on 
anti-South African groups for 
BOSS, he was told by the "station 
head” ithe chief BOSS agent in Bri- 
tain! at South Africa House never 
directly to ring the embassy or

diplomats' homes. 

Himmcthoch — who. it was 
revealed late last month, changed 
sides and passed information to the 
British when he was working in the 
Department of Foreign Affairs in 
PreLoriA — said BOSS believed all 
phone conversations were bugged 
bv the British authorities.

BOSS'S FEARS that Its agents 
were also being watched and 
followed by Special Branch officers 
led to the setting' up of a com- 
plicated rendezvous system for 
Himmcthoch to pass on informa- 
tion. 

Intelligence sources indicate that 
the 1976 non-cailaboration directive 
has never been cancelled. Accor- 
ding to one: "Although you might 
expect the Conservatives to have a 
more sympathetic attitude towards 
the South Africans, the order still 
remains in force today as far as we 
know.” 

It seems that British security will 
not pass on any information about 


South Africans living In Britain and 
will not give Pretoria access to 
police records, except where the in- 
dividual is suspected of criminal — 
as opposed to political — acts. 

But where "common interest” 
prevails, liaison has continued. In 
September 197S. at a critical mo- 
ment in Rhodesia, the British 
wanted South Africa to play the role, 
of intermediary and persuade Ian 
Smith to throw his support behind 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo. 

Two senior BOSS men arrived 
secretly in Britain for discussion 
with British security officers and 
were housed by the British service 
in a large country home near the 
south coast. The two men have been 
identified as H.J. Brummer. 
holding the role of deputy secretary 
{effectively number two man In 
BOSS) and A.A.N. Knoetze, a vice- 


secretary. 

That plan collapsed, however. 
After the shooting down of an Air 
Rhodesia airliner, the death of all 
on board, and Nkomo's open ap- 
proval of the crash. The two South 
Africnns returned home, refusing 
to have anything further to do with 
the scheme. 

BRITAIN'S TOUGHER LINE 
towards BOSS has virtually ended 
South Africa's use of British 
freelance operatives and has 
hampered its efforts to spy on 
political exiles and what it regards 
as “enemy" groups. 

According to one source* BOSS 
had an informer — known only as 
”110” — inside a leading anti-South 
African movement In London for 
around 10 years, passing on 
membership names and Informa- 
tion about funding and internecine 
splits. That, too, ended in 1976. at 
the time of the British clampdown. 

Today, if the South Africans want 
to carry out a covert operation .in 
Britain, they must bring In their 


own men. Operatives from Paris, 
The Hague and -Brussels were 
brought to London to carry out sur- 
veillance of a woman who arrived 
in Britain from Johannesburg 
recently. 

Letters Intercepted in South 
Africa showed she was to have 
meetings with, prominent 
“enemies" In Britain. She was 
spotted at Heathrow Airport and 
the operatives tailed her on the 
public transport system as far as 
central London. She lost them there 
because of their unfamiliarity with 
London's geography and was never 
picked up again. 

AT RARE MOMENTS, all In- 
telligence services — Irrespective 
of their political colouring — share 
information, for example when con- 
fronted with assassination threats 
and. international terrorism. 

Early last year, the KGB picked 
up the trail of Carlos — the man 
responsible for many acts of 
terrorism in recent years — in 
Eastern Europe. 

They photographed him before 
Carlos went to ground and dis- 
appeared. The picture was cir- 
culated to all major Intelligence 
services. A copy of It even reached 
BOSS headquarters in Pretoria.

JUDGING BY the latest opinion 
polls in Germany, the opposition. 
Christian Democrats *and their.' 
Bavarian sister party, the Christian 
Social Union, led by. Franz Josef 
-Strauss, have no chance of ousting’ 
the ruling coalition of Social 
Democrats and liberal Free 
Democrats in Uie forthcoming, 
federal elections. 

But the final phase of the election 
campaign has only just begun and a. 
lot could happen between now arid 
polling day on October S. 

As a pointer to the mood of the 
people, however, the opinion polls 
contain an Important message: 
even If the opposition had chosen, a 
different candidate to challenge 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, his 
chances of success would not have 
been considerably better. 

Schmidt in his prime — a middle- 
of-the-road chancellor in charge of 
a largely docile Social Democratic 
Party (SPD) whose rare forays to 
the left are consistently checked by 
its ever-watchful coalition partner 
— has become the embodiment of 
consensus politics. 

Schmidt stands for stability 
and predictability. His policies 
cover the vital centre ground of - 
German politics. As a result, the 
Christian Democrats have been 
forced to move to the .right. The 
choice of the right-wing Bavarian 
premier as their . candidate for 
chancellor was, therefore, a . 
perfectly logical conclusion. 

Without Schmidt, the SPD would 
Inevitably lurch to the left. 

But as long as he is there, 
socialist experiments are doomed; 
they would not even see the light of 
day. Germany's Industrialists seek - 
his presence rather than that of 
Strauss. He in turn seeks their ad- 
vice just as he consults trade union 
bosses.

A NEW CATCHWORD has been 
coined to describe the chancellor's 
style of governance — corporatism.

With the dropping of Krulevitz 
from the national team, Schneider 
fa now the front-runner to replace 
him as No. 2 singles racquet to 
Glickstein. Schneider has a current , 
ATP world ranking of about 150, 
some 50 places below Krulevitz. 
Glickstein is around 65th In the 
standings. The fourth member of 
Israel’s Davis Cup team against 
Switzerland, Halm Arlosoroff, fa 
290th among the more than 1,000 1 
players listed in tbe rankings.

LONDON (Reuter) . — Ipswich seiz- 
ed sole possession of the English 
football First Division lead yester- 
day. but the top four clubs were 
overshadowed by the achievements 
of last season's two pace-setters.

Ipswich came to London and left 
with a 2-1 triumph over Crystal 
Palace. They remain the only un- 
beaten club in the division with five 
wins In six matches. Southampton, 
level with Ipswich at the top before 
yesterday, dropped back to second 
place by losing l-0 at Norwich. 

The defending champions, Liver- 
pool, bounded to third place In the 
table with a crushing 4-0 home 
triumph over West Bromwich Al- 
bion while Manchester United, 
which chased Liverpool home to the 
championship last season, did even 
better with a 5-0 victory over 
Leicester. 

Nottingham Forest, who begin 
their campaign for a third con- 
secutive European Cup next week, 
came through 3-2 against 
Manchester City after trailing 2-1 at 
half time. 

In addition to Southampton's 
defeat, there were two other upsets 
involving clubs high In the stan- 
dings. Sunderland, third ahead of 
Aston Villa on goal difference over- 
night, were beaten 1-0 at home by 
Middlesbrough while Villa went 
down 2-0 to Everton.

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Israeli boxer wins silver in

NAIROBI. — Israel won a silver 
medal last night in the Kenya 
Golden Cup boxing tournament, one 
of the series of "alternative Olym- 
pic" games organized In tbe wake 
of the boycott of the Winter Olym- 
pics- 

Israel’s medal came as James 
Mitchell. 22. an American light 
welterweight, beat Kassem 
Barak e. 20. Mitcbell, a finalist hi 
the U.S. Olympic trials, took one of 
the five gold medals won by 
American boxers. 

Barake, as loser of the match, 
won Israel's only medal in tbe com- 
petition. 

On Wednesday, Israel gained its 
first victory In the amateur boxing 
championships when Barake 
knocked out Erbanga Gabriel of 
Upper Volta. 

In a less favourable result, only 
two of the five judges voted for 


Israel’s Moshe Slgauner In his 
flyweight bout against American 
Robert Shannon, although he 
appeared to have been away ahead 
on points. 

Also representing Israel, and los- 
ing, in the tournament were Yona 
Oskar and Mahroum Gameem. 

In the overall standings 
American boxen triumphed last 
night, collecting five gold medals, 
three stiver and one bronze to win 
tbe tournament team title. 

Host Kenya was second with two 
gold, four silver and two bronze In 
the six-day tournament, which at- 
tracted 115 boxers from 25 coun- 
tries. 

Although the Americans 
dominated the competition, a lean 
Kenyan, Isay ah Ihoni, a ban- 
tamweight, won the Serge Johnson 
trophy as the best boxer of the tour- . 
nament. (AP. Reuter, UPI) 


New Zealanders protest 
S. African rugby team tour 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). — A 
storm of protest has greeted the 
New Zealand Rugby Union's deci- 
sion to invite a South African 
Springbok team to tour the country 
next year. 

Labour Federation president Jim 
Knox called the decision "totally 
irresponsible” and said the federa- 
tion would support any union taking 
action to withdraw services from 
the Springboks. 

"The Rugby Union's decision, 
taken In the face of all the opposi- 
tion. especially in the last week, 
will only create Industrial problems 
and disruptions to all the services," 
he said. 


He said that if member unions 
decided to take action, the federa- 
tion would call a meeting of all un- 
ions to plan ways of stopping the 
tour. 

Acting Prime Minister Brian 
Talboys called the decision deeply 
disappointing, while opposition 
leader Bill Rowlings also condemn- 
ed the invitation as "totally 
irresponsible.” 

In yesterday’s rugby match 
between a New Zealand team and 
Fiji at Auckland's Eden Park, three 
protesters walked onto the ground 
with placards saying: "Rugby yes 
— Racism no” and "Stop the tour." 
They did not disrupt the game 
which New Zealand won 33-0. 


Americans monopolize Tokyo tennis tourney 


TOKYO (UPI) . — Top-seeded Billie 
Jean King, trailing 2-5 in the final 
set, recovered brilliantly yesterday 
to edge third-seeded Australian 
Dianne Fromholtz and Terry Holla- 
day scored a straight-sets victory 
over compatriot Lesley Allen to set 
up an all-American final In the 
3175,000 Toray Women's Singles 
Tennis Championships.

7-5. 7-5 win over Fromholtz, while 
Holladay, the no. 7 seed, over- 
powered Allen 6-3, 6-d. 

Holladay was optimistic in 
challenging King today for the title, 
which carries the first-prize money 
of $34,000.

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New order for Turkey 


ON THE SURFACE the military coup in Turkey would seem to 
have been motivated by the same factors that led the armed 
forces to seize power twice before — In 1960 and in 1971 : the total 
preoccupation of the country’s political parties with their power 
struggles, their apparent abandonment of any effective attempt 
to check the growing street violence by rival radical groups and 
the serious deterioration of the Turkish economy. 

Reading between the lines of the communiques issued by Gen. 
Kenan Evren, the coup leader, it would appear, however, that 
Turkey's military chiefs were equally apprehensive over 
Turkey's straying too far from the principles laid down by the 
founder of modem republican Turkey — Mustafa Kemal 

Ataturk. _ 

Upon taking the reins of power in 1923 on the ruins of the Ot- 
toman Empire and the Constantinople Caliphate, modem 
Turkey's founding father turned his country into a secular state 
after introducing sweeping political and cultural reforms that 
discouraged or outlawed many traditional Islamic practices. 

The latest coup was apparently staged in reaction to the grow- 
ing signs of the reemergence of Moslem fundamentalism as a 
strong political force organized in the National Salvation Party. 
This party has been filling the vacuum created by the unresolv- 
ed strife between the country's two major political factions — 
Suleyman Demlrel's Justice Party and Bulent Ecevit’s 
Republican People’s Party. 

Tftiat the power amassed by NecmlttinErkaban's Islamic fun- 
damentalists was no longer to be taken lightly was reflected In 
their successful ouster, earlier this month, of Heyrettin 
Erkman, the foreign minister in the Demirel government, 
which has now been toppled by the generals. 

Erkman had been forced out as the result of a censure motion 
In parliament. This seemed to signal the imminent departure of 
Turkish foreign policy from its pro- Western slant as expressed 
In Turkey’s role as a member of Nato. 

The censure motion criticized the government for seeking en- 
try into the European Economic Community. It also focused on 
other instances of the government’s "non-Islamic” foreign 
policy such as the failure to break diplomatic relations with 
Israel over the Jerusalem issue, and lack of sufficient support 
for. Khomeini's fundamentalist Islamic regime in neighbouring 
Iran. 

The National Salvation Party, whose censure motion was 
backed by Ecevit's RPP, had previously been walking a careful 
path of espousing closer ties with Moslem and Arab countries 
without appearing to be following the lead of Khomeini ex- 
tremism. In the party '8 recent acts, however, it jettisoned this 
former reticence especially with regard to Khomeini. 

It is thus no surprise that Turkey's military chiefs should have 
moved to contain these new trends. What is surprising is that 
they waited so long to make the move, for the fundamentalists 
have by now had more than ample time to establish a solid 
foothold on Turkey's political scene. ■ 

The influence which the “Salvationists” now;.. enjoy. among 
Turkey's predominantly Moslem population of 43 million may 
well prove to be the principal problem the military rulers will 
have to face. The reemergence of Islamic f undam«»ntaHnm as a 
major political force may prove to be an even more refractory 
problem than that of the economy with its 116 billion foreign 
debt, 50 per cent inflation and high rate of unemployment.

for the attack. Prof Eliezer 
Berkowltz called it a "grievious in- 
sult to the very essence of Halacha 
and an example of its ugly misuse - 
for purpose of foolish ‘religious 
politics.' "Rabbi Theodore Fried- 
man, -doyen of Conservative rabbis 
in Israel, dismissed the so-called 
"halachlc ruling" as being inad- 
missible since not one halachlc 
source Is cited in this ex cathdra 
pronunc lamento .

TRANS-SINAI EXPRESS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 


Sir, — If you want to appreciate 
Israel, visit Egypt, but beware of 
the overland "Trans-Slnal Ex- 
press." Recently, my family of five 
plus mother-in-law endured this 
gruelling 12-14 hour trip as part of a 
package tour of Egypt. I believe 
that your readers should be aware 
of some of the unnecessary 
problems associated with this 
"adventure". 

First, the information provided 
was scanty and some 'very impor- 
tant details were explained only on 
the morning of departure. Because 
the Israelis had not been reminded 
to have their IDF release forms we 
were to suffer a two-hour delay at 
the Israeli check-point. 

The first stage of the trip was by 
Israeli bus to the border. Clearance 
by the Israeli authorities was as 
quick, and efficient as could be ex- 
pected- Following this, our bus took 
us to the Egyptian side where we 
waited about three hours amidst 
very poor facilities at temperatures 
of 40°. 

We then boarded an Egyptian bus 
for a high-speed, roller-coaster ride 
on narrow secondary roads to the 
canal, where we were asked to un- 
load all our baggage'and fight our 
way onto a small boat along with 
about too local people and their 
bundles. This short episode was a 
thrill for some and a traumatic 
back-breaking experience for 
others. 

The last leg of our Journey yras 
via luxury coach on much improved 
roads. Touring arrangements In 
Egypt were reasonably good. The 
return trip was a repeat perfor- 
mance of the first except for two ad- 
ditional problems. 

Clearance by the Egyptian of- 


ficials had been unexpectedly 
rapid, but to our dismay, we could 
not leave the Egyptian side. We 
were forced to wait for an ad- 
ditional two and a half hours until 
the next Israeli bus had reached the 
border and all of Its Cairo-bound 
passengers had been cleared by 
Israeli security. Why were there no 
means to transport us the short dis- 
tance to the Israeli side where 
security and waiting facilities were 
superior? 

After boarding the Israeli bus, 
word came through from a dis- 
patcher in Tel Aviv that we .were 
not to move until we took on an ad- 
ditional 14 passengers who were 
Just entering the Egyptian check- 
point. Was there no commitment to 
the passengers originally booked on 
the tour? Why hadn't we departed 
Cairo on the same bus or at least at 
the same time? No answers were 
forthcoming. 

It was only after much screaming 
at our guide, who was insensitive to 
the fact that we had been without 
proper bathroom facilities for five 
hours, that we were transported to 
the Israeli side. . 

The bus then returned to wait for 
the additional passengers. A com- 
pany representative- ^rho subse- 
quently listened to and investigated 
our complaints agreed that 
although they were well founded, 
very little would be done at this 
time. On the basis of our ex- 
periences, I would suggest that you 
fly to Egypt if you can afford it or 
else postpone your trip.
